Preliminary Travel Announcement 


No special rates have as yet been grant- 
ed our Association for the Washington con- 
ference. It is hoped, however, that two- 
cents a mile will be available. In the 
May Bulletin final announcements will be 
made, but if the special rate expected is 
not allowed the figures given in this an- 
nouncement will prevail.

For those wishing to travel together the 
usual parties will be provided as follows: 
New England Parties 

From New England a choice of two par- 
ties, the principal party leaving Boston via 
the Fall River line on Sunday, May 24, for 
New York, and proceeding thence to Wash- 
ington by rail. Special train will be pro- 
vided leaving New York between 9 and 
and 10 a. m., the New England and New 
York parties combining for the purpose of 
securing enough for a special. Fare from 
Boston to Washington via this route, $9.65 
one way, $18.00 round trip, thirteen-days 
limit. The one-way rate of $9.65 may be 
reduced to $8.52 by those registering with 
the special party. Staterooms (outside) 
on Fall River boat will be reserved, room 
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accommodating two persons $2.00. Par- 
lor cars will be provided on train to Wash- 
ington, if desired, seats $1.25. Breakfast 
in New York (75c) and lunch on special 
dining car (75c) will be provided. 

Those desiring ocean trip can leave Bos- 
ton by the Merchants & Miners Transpor- 
tation Co. line, Friday, May 22, at 5 p. m., 
reaching Baltimore Monday morning the 
25th, proceeding thence by train to Wash- 
ington. For 15 or more, fare, including 
berth in stateroom and meals on steamer, 
$12.00 each way, Boston to Washington. 

Those desiring to go by water and re- 
turn via New York and Fall River line to 
Boston, can get round trip by this variable 
route for $26.15.

New England party for Fall River line 
staterooms, parlor car seats, meals en 
route, and special party transportation, 
should be made to F. W. Faxon, 83 Fran- 
cis St., Fenway, Boston, Mass., also for 
reservations in party for ocean trip. 


Party from New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore 


A special train consisting of parlor cars, 
dining car, coaches and baggage car will 
leave Jersey City via the Central R. R. of 
N. J. and the B. & O. (Royal Blue Line), 
at 9:45 Monday morning, May 25; con- 
necting ferry will leave Liberty street 9:30, 
West 23rd street 9:20. 

All from New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore who wish to reserve space on 
this train should send their names to C. 
H. Brown, 26 Brevoort place, Brooklyn, N. 
Y., on or before May 18th. Those wishing 
parlor car seat, enclose $1.25 from New 
York, 75c from Philadelphia, or 25c from 
Baltimore. 

The special A. L. A. rates have not yet 
been announced; regular round-trip ticket 
from New York is $10.00 (ten days limit 
including date of sale), from Philadelphia 
$6.00. One-way fare from New York is 
$5.65; this can be reduced by those who 
register for the special train to $4.52, with 
corresponding reductions from Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore. 


Any A. L, A. rate, if granted, will not be 
less than the mileage book rate. If four 
more persons expect to return in the same 
party to New York, mileage books can be 
supplied to them for the return trip, mak- 
ing the round fare $9.04. 


Chicago Party (Including Middle West) 


Following the custom of former years, 
arrangements are being made for a special 
train to leave Chicago on Sunday after- 
noon, May 24th. This train will be made 
up of a sufficient number of all-steel, elec- 
tric-lighted, solid vestibuled coaches, com- 
partment, drawing room, lounging, obser- 
vation and parlor cars. 

Those intending to join the special train 
at Chicago are requested to register as 
soon as possible with John F. Phelan, Chi- 
cago public library. 

Railroad Rates 

Unless special rates are later granted by 
the railroads those desiring to travel via 
special train can save money by purchas- 
ing tickets from western points to Chicago 
and traveling on the identification cards 
which will be furnished members of the 
special train party at the rate of $14.50 
per capita, Chicago to Washington. The 
Same party arrangement for ten or more 
may be made returning, otherwise full 
fare of $17.00 will be required. 

The regular one-way standard rate, Chi- 
cago to Washington, is $17.50 and return- 
ing, $17.00. New York, Boston, and other 
eastern point rates from Chicago will be 
announced in the May Bulletin. One-way 
rates from points west of Chicago to Wash- 
ington, and to Chicago, are as follows:

POST CONFERENCE 

It is thought that with the conference 
in the beautiful city of Washington which 
presents so many points of interest, a 
short post conference trip will be the more 
popular. The committee, therefore, is plan- 
ning for a party, personally conducted, to 
leave Washington on Saturday evening, 
May 30, by boat to Old Point Comfort, 
where two days will be spent. Old Point 
is a beautiful spot for a good rest, after 
the convention, and offers the attractions 
of Fortress Monroe, Hampton Institute, 
and side trips to Norfolk as well as many 
water excursions. Leaving Old Point it is 
the intention to proceed by day steamer 
to Richmond, giving opportunity to stop 
at Jamestown Island and see the remains 
of the original settlement there. It is 
planned to spend two days in Richmond, 
and to return to Washington by rail. Cost 
of this trip will be about $30.00 for six 
days. Party due back in Washington Fri- 
day afternoon, June 5. 


EUROPEAN TOURS 


Two European summer tours for Amer- 
ican librarians are being arranged, both 
to include the Book and Graphic Arts Ex- 
hibit at Leipzig and the British Library 
Association conference at Oxford, August 
31 to September 4.

WASHINGTON HOTELS AND LOCAL 
ARRANGEMENTS. 

It seems probable that there will be an 
attendance of from 1,000 to 1,200 members 
of the A. L. A. and their families from 
outside Washington at the coming con- 
ference, May 25-30. In order to be on the 
safe side the rooming bureau will be pre- 
pared for a much larger number. All of 
the likely hotels have been circularized and 
on receipt of rates accommodations have 
been inspected by representatives of the 
bureau with the idea of not listing any 
but suitable hotels. 

In the following list are included the 
hotels considered eligible, with approxi- 
mate numbers that may be accommodated, 
rates for different accommodations and 
distances from headquarters. Memorial 
Continental (where the four general ses- 
sions will be held) is about two-fifths of 
a mile from the New Willard (headquar- 
ters), a delightful walk in spring across 
the White Lot, or one-fourth of a mile 
from the nearest car line on Peénnsyl- 
vania avenue. Hotels marked with ¢ are 
nearer the Memorial Continental Hall than 
the New Willard or at practically the same 
distance.

houses within reasonable distances from 
headquarters. It has on file accommoda- 
tions from $1.50 to $2.50 per day and from 
$6.00 to $12.00 per week. Usually these 
prices cover in addition to room two meals, 
breakfast and dinner, but not luncheon. 
The work of the bureau will be somewhat 
lighter if members generally will ask to be 
assigned to hotels instead of to boarding 
houses. It is earnestly desired, however, 
that no member shall be kept from attend- 
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ing the conference for lack of accommoda- 
tions at reasonable prices. 

The rooming bureau will be prepared to 
assign members to their hotels at any 
time. Information concerning assignments 
to specific rooms cannot be furnished until 
nearer the date of the conference. The 
bureau stands ready to make reservations 
on request; but members who prefer to 
communicate directly with the manage- 
ment of hotels should mention the fact 
that reservations are made for the A. L. A. 
meeting. All members who make reserva- 
tions direct or- who expect to stop with 
Washington friends or who secure accom- 
modation otherwise than through the room- 
ing bureau are requested to notify the 
bureau of their plans, so that full advance 
information may be had at local head- 
quarters of proposed attendance. 

In advance of the conference a list of 
good restaurants of varying grades of 
expense, will be prepared for the informa- 
tion of members in attendance. 

The local committee of arrangements, 
with the co-operation of the District of 
Columbia Library Association: will furnish 
in advance or-at the time of the confer- 
ence information concerning cab fares, 
baggage express rates, street car fares (6 
tickets for 25 cents), sight seeing automo- 
biles, excursions to Mount Vernon, Great 
Falls, Annapolis, etc. In addition to a 
handbook of the libraries of the District 
to be published by the Library of Congress 
for the District of Columbia Library Asso- 
ciation, a compact map and guide will be 
furnished to all members in attendance. 

A few members have written asking for 
information concerning the best guide to 
Washington. As such inquiries are prob- 
ably typical it seems desirable to state 
that the best available guide is Reynold’s 
Standard Guide. This regularly sells at 
25 cents in paper with 8 cents additional 
for postage. A special rate has been se- 
cured so that itis possible for the room- 
ing bureau to mail copies to members for 
25 cents including postage. Please send 
cash or stamps with order.

EXHIBIT OF LABOR-SAVING DEVICES 


One feature of the Washington confer- 
ence entirely new to A. L. A. conventions 
will be an exhibit and demonstration of 
labor-saving devices adapted to library 
use. The exhibit will be held on the sec- 
ond floor of the Public Library. Arrange- 
ments are being made by the undersigned, 
under the direction of the A. L. A. Com- 
mittee on Library Administration. The 
exhibit will include as many different kinds 
of devices as possible, from manifolding 
machines and vacuum cleaners to staple 
fasteners and other desk appliances. The 
needs and resources of the very small li- 
braries as well as of the largest will be 
kept in mind. Librarians can help make 
this exhibit a success by sending word to 
the undersigned as soon as possible of any 
machines or devices which they know to be 
good or which they would like to have op- 
portunity to inspect. 

Efforts will also be made to exhibit as 
much as possible of special library equip- 
ment not strictly in the class of mechan- 
ical labor-saving devices. It seems desir- 
able to show as wide a display as possible 
of such equipment as book dummies, book 
supports for shelves, catalog appliances, 
charging desk equipment, magazine hold- 
ers, newspaper files, perforating machines, 
shelf labels and label holders. How far the 
scope of the exhibit can be thus extended 
is at this date uncertain and depends al- 
most entirely on the co-operation received 
from librarians throughout the country. 
All who are interested in the success of 
the exhibit are therefore urged to send to 
the undersigned a note of all such equip- 
ment, which they think should be included, 
giving a brief description of the appliances 
they mention and the purpose they serve 
and also the name of the manufacturer. 
Wherever samples can be sent they will be 
very helpful. 
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The undersigned will be glad to hear 
also of any time-saving methods in gen- 
eral routine work which have been adopted 
in any library. The following examples 
may be cited to show the kind of time or 
labor-savers which we have in mind. One 
library uses Yawman-Erbe indicators in 
its record of outstanding orders for rush 
books and out of print books, and reports 
that it is a most effective follow-up system 
for this kind of work. An interesting 
method is reported of automatically indi- 
cating on the periodical check list what 
copies are not received on time. Another 
library takes the carbon copy of a letter 
written in reply to another on the back of 
the original letter instead of on a sep- 
arate sheet. This eliminates to some ex- 
tent the use of paper clips and prevents 
unnecessary accumulation in the files. In 
one library standardized “communication 
slips” are used for inter-departmental mes- 
sages, to facilitate the handling of written 
communications which cannot be disposed 
of immediately. By combining the use 
of these slips with a well systematized 
messenger service much time formerly 
spent in personal visits to various depart- 
ments is now saved. 

It is felt that there must be, in the li- 
braries of the country, a great many other 
time-saving methods, very simple in them- 
selves but capable of effecting a great 
saving of odd moments. Such methods 
cannot well be exhibited, but it seems de- 
sirable, in connection with the display of 
mechanical devices, to collect information 
concerning all such time-savers in the me- 
chanical, routine parts of library work, and 
to include mention of them in a written 
report on the exhibit. Obviously, such a 
report can be made worth while only by 
contributions from a large number of li- 
braries. All librarians are therefore in- 
vited to send to the undersigned a state- 
ment of any time-saving methods which 
they consider worth passing on to others.

Every librarian should personally inter- 
view the editor of his home city paper 
and urgently request that the paper’s 
Washington correspondent be instructed 
to “cover” the A. L. A. Conference, May 
25-29. 

Washington will furnish exceptional op- 
portunities for publicity. Every newspaper 
of consequence in the country has its 
representative in Washington who is in- 
structed to “ cover” all features of general 
interest at the national capital and this 
representative will report the A. L. A. 
conference to his home paper if he is in- 
structed to do so. 

See that he is instructed. 


A LOBBY CONFERENCE 


“One reason why so few cities have re- 
ceived formal reports from delegates to 
educational and other conventions is that 
meetings seem to count for less than 
meeting.” 

So says Dr. Allen, of the New York Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research, who then pro- 
ceeds in a recent issue of his “Efficient 
Citizenship” leaflet to lay out a group of 
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“Lobby Questions,” applicable to school 
superintendents at their Richmond meet- 
ing the last week in February. A member 
of the A. L. A. inquires whether a similar 
plan could not be successfully worked at 
‘the Washington Conference. We believe 
it could. 

. Here is the way Dr. Allen has worked it 
out as illustrated by a couple of questions 
taken at random: 

Systematic instruction of parents in 
helping schools—ask Superintendent 
Horn of Houston. 

Outside’ co-operation with rural 
schools —ask State Superintendents 
Preston of Washington and Miller of 
Ohio. 

Have you any questions in library work 
that you would like to have answered? 

If so send the questions to A. L. A. head- 
quarters. 

Has your library solved some problem or 
undertaken some enterprise that you think 
would be interesting and valuable to your 
colleagues? 

Send in a brief statement about it to 
headquarters with permission for us to 
print it and refer inquiries to you, as in 
the above two illustrations from Dr. Al- 
len’s list. 

We will compile the questions and hints 
sent in and print them in the May Bulletin 
of the A. L. A., and when you get to Wash- 
ington you will doubtless find a chance to 
have a “lobby conference” with the one 
who can help you to answer your question. 


COMMITTEE ON FEDERAL AND STATE 
RELATIONS 

The attention of this Committee was 
called by the librarian of the University of 
Illinois to the fact that under the inter- 
pretation, by the Government Printing Of- 
fice, of the statute relating to the distribu- 
tion of public documents, the Superin- 
tendent of Documents states that he is not 
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allowed to sell public documents to book 
stores or magazine agencies. The Com- 
mittee promptly addressed letters to the 
chairmen of the Senate and House Com- 
mittees on Printing, namely, Senator Dun- 
can U. Fletcher of Florida, and Repre- 
sentative Henry A. Barnhart of Indiana, 
requesting that the statute be amended in 
this respect. We suggest that librarians 
throughout the country codperate, accord- 
ing to their opportunity, with the Commit- 
tee in endeavoring to achieve this altera- 
tion of the statute. Such sale of public 
documents to book stores and magazine 
agencies will be a convenience to libraries 
which procure all their publications 
through an agent, and will be of great edu- 
cational benefit to the general public. The 
provisions of the law which it is desired 
to amend, prohibit the Superintendent of 
Documents from selling more than one 
copy of any government publication to a 
person or firm dealing in government pub- 
lications for profit. 

The tariff act of October 3, 1913, makes 
the following: provision with reference to 
the importation of books by public libra- 
ries, the statute restoring to libraries the 
privilege of importing two copies of each 
item in any one invoice: 

Article 427. “Books, maps, music, en- 
gravings, photographs, etchings, litho- 
graphic prints, and charts, especially. im- 
ported, not more than two copies in any 
one invoice, in good faith, for the use and 
by order of any society or institution in- 
ccrporated or established solely for re- 
ligious, philosophical, educational, scien- 
tific, or literary purposes, or for the en- 
couragement of the fine arts, or for the 
use and by order of any college, academy, 
school or seminary of learning in the 
United States, or any state or public li- 
brary, and not for sale, subject to such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall prescribe.”

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GIFTS AND BEQUESTS TO AMERICAN LIBRARIES, 1913 


In the following list of gifts and bequests 
to American libraries in 1913, are included 
gifts of money, buildings, building sites, 
books, miscellaneous and undescribed 
items. 

The donations of the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion in 1913 total $134,689 more than in 
1912. Other gifts aggregate over a million 
dollars less, the 1912 list being greatly 
swelled by the Widener gift of $1,000,000 to 
Harvard; J. J. Hill’s gift of $750,000 to St. 
Paul and other imposing amounts by 
donors to other libraries.: In 1913 there 
were fewer conspicuously large gifts than 
usual, but on the other hand there was an 
unusually large number of bequests and 
gifts ranging from $25,000 to $50,000. Min- 
neapolis and Sacramento are recipients 
from the Carnegie Corporation of $250,000 
and $172,000 respectively, the gift to the 
former city being for branch libraries. The 
library of the Boston Medical Society re- 
ceived $85,000 by the will of Miss Ellen 
B. Wyman, and the library at Sag Harbor, 
New York, receives an endowment of $100,- 
000 from Mrs. Russell Sage. The Cali- 
fornia state library receives from the Su- 
tre estate the magnificent library gathered 
by Adolf Sutro and valued at $1,000,000. 
The bequest of $10,000 from the late Reu- 
ben Gold Thwaites to the Wisconsin His- 
torical Society which he served so long 
and with such notable success is worthy of 
special mention.

The Public Affairs Information Service, 
which is being conducted under the di- 
rection of John A. Lapp, director of the 
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Indiana Bureau of Legislative Information, 
is organized for the purpose of bringing 
about co-operation among legislative, mu- 
nicipal and other public affairs libraries 
and for the purpose of sifting out from ob- 
scure sources, timely information relating 
to the appearance of special documents, re- 
ports of organizations, private and public 


‘investigations and of publications issued 


by the co-operating subscribers or which 
come to their notice through any channels 
whatsoever. This service brings to light 
important matters bearing on legislation 
and administration, municipal, state and 
national, which are not ordinarily covered 
in the general indexes and other sources of 
information. The Service also has an 
equally important phase in the collection 
and distribution of information concerning 
unpublished material produced by the vari- 
ous institutions such as typewritten bibli- 
ographies, digests of laws, studies, investi- 
gations, etc. Copies of such may be ob- 
tained through the Service at cost of type- 
writing which amounts to about two and 
one-half cents per page. Each co-operator 
pays $25 for the Service which is used in 
covering the clerical expense, postage and 
materials. Plans are under way for an 
extension of the scope of the Service at 
the close of its first year in September, 
1914. °
